The presence of 
former Chelsea 
striker Teddy May- 
bank has done little 
to ease the disap- 
pointment felt by 
Adelaide Juventus 
coach Zoran Matic 
at losing star mid- 
fielder Brian North- 
cote for perhaps the 
remainder of the 
season. 


Maybank played with Ade- 
laide Juventus’s Second Divi- 
sion team last weekend and 
his position at the club will be 
reviewed in three weeks’ 
time. 


Northcote snapped an 
Achilles tendon during Juven- 
tus’s stunning 7-1 win over 
Footscray JUST. 


“I'd rather have lost that 
game 7-1 than lose Northcote. 
Everything I’ve done over the 
past few months was built 
around him. Now I have to 
find a replacement or com- 
pletely change the way we're 
playing,” said Matic. 


Northcote will be in plaster 
for another seven weeks and 
there’s just a glimmer of hope 
that he’ll play again this year. 

“Northcote is a very, very 
strong man. that’s the one 
thing he’s got going for him as 
he tries to recover from this 
injury,” said Matic. 

Maybank, 29, and two Ar- 
gentinians started training 
with Juventus recently. The 
Argentinians were rejected 
by Beograd and seem content 
te play in Juventus’s Second 
Division side. 

Maybank is a different 
proposition. He hopes to re- 

‘vive a career prematurely 
ended by a serious knee 
operation. 

His career began as a 15- 
year-old apprentice at Chel- 
sea and he made his league 
debut when he was 17. He was 
at Chelsea for three Seasons 
then switched to Fulham on 

loan, finishing his first season 
there as top scorer. He then 
joined Brighton and helped it 
gain promotion to Division 
One. After recovering from a 
cartilage operation, Maybank 
returned to Fulham before 
joining Dutch club PSV Eind- 
hoven. He was given a free 
clearance by PSV after suf- 
fering another knee injury. 

“He’s looked good at train- 
ing but it’s just a matter of 
‘whether he'll be able to go 
‘into tackles or not. Australian 

soccer is very physical,” sald 
Matic. 

Juventus also suffered 
another casualty from the 
JUST match. Adrian Santrac 
damaged knee ligaments. 
Surgery won’t be needed and 
midfielder Santrac is confi- 
dent of being back in action in 

a fortnight. Matis isn’t as 
optimistic. 

“Santrac looks like being 
out for closer to five weeks,” 
said the Juventus coach.

How does it feel to 
have broken the Austra- 
lian domestic transfer 
fee record at the tender 
age of 19? “I’m still 
pinching myself,” says 
Manis Lamond, who 
joined Sydney Croatia 
from Canberra Olympi- 
ans for $32,000 — $8000 
less than the original 
asking price. 


He joins Australia’s most expen- 
sive full back, Graham Jennings 
($25,000 from Sydney Olympic), 
midfielder Ante Rumora from Din- 
amo Zagreb, winger Rene Licata 
($6000 from Marconi) and a Yugo- 
slav First Division star who was top 
scorer of his club, as Sydney Cro- 
atia’s recruits of 1986. 

The name of the eagerly-awaited 
import is being kept a closely- 
guarded secret by club president 
Tony Basic. Let’s call him “Mr X”. 

Here's what the mighty Croatia 
team will look like: Steve Watson — 
Wally Savor (switched from mid- 
field), Vedran Rozic, Marijan Kova- 
cic, Graham Jennings — Ante 
Rumora, Zarko Odzakov, Mr X — 
Zeljko Jurin, Graham Arnold, Manis 
Lamond. Reserves include: Rene Li- 
cata, Shane Clinch, Alex Kovacic, 
Drago Rezo and Emil Dragicevic (if 
he stays).

Brothers College in Cairns (Farina in 
the A team, Lamond in the B team) 
before becoming team mates at Can- 
berra. “I've tried to model myself on 
Frank's style,” says Lamond. 

Although he was voted best player 
in the National Youth League in 1984 
and is now with Australia's most 
strongly supported soccer club, La- 
mond sees faults in his play, and ts 
eager to correct them. That's where 
Croatia's brilliant coach, Vedran Ro- 
zic will come in. 

“I'd like to improve my finishing,” 
he says. “Sometimes there's a rush of 
blood to the head when I’m in front 
of goal. I tend to lift my head toc 
early. More accuracy is needed. 
Also, heading is not one of my stron- 
gest assets — although I do challenge 
in the air. 

“Charlie Egan of South Melbourne 
is one of my favorite players, along 
with Frank Farina and Tony Fran- 
ken, and I really admire his scoring 
ability, because that is what I lack. 
He's a great poacher. 

“] chose Sydney Croatia not only 
because I want to be a full-time 
player, but also because I like their 
style of football. It’s based on skill, 
which suits me, and there is no pan- 
icky stuff. I had talked to Rozic and 
I had heard about all his good work. 
He helped Jim Patikas tremendous- 
ly, so I thobght I could learn a lot as 
well.” 

Patikas joined AEK Athens late 
last year for a $150,000 signing-on 
fee and now is one of the biggest 
drawcards in Greek soccer. 


St George Budapest also pursued. 


Lamond before Croatia signed him. 
“Frank Arok rang up a few times, but 
I told him I wanted to be a full-time 
player and maybe that put him off,” 
Lamond Says. 


But he'll have to.switch Arok on 
again if he hopes to\achieve his ulti- 
maie ambition of playing for Austra- 
lia. At the moment, he’s eligible to 
play for Papua-New Guinea, but he’s 
been granted permanent residency 
in Australia, he wants to become an 
Australian citizen, and he doubts that 
Croatia would take kindly to losing 
him during the Olympic qualifying 
series, were he to play for New 
Guinea. 

He went back to Port Moresy, his 
home city, on Canberra’s end-of-sea- 
son trip late last year. Canberra 
drew 2-2 with the Papua-New Guinea 
national team and beat the Port 
Moresby side 4-1. “Soccer is an ama- 
teur sport there, and a lot more inter- 
national games are needed to lift the 
standard of the national side,”’ La- 
mond says. “But I believe the game's 


‘got a future there. They play a Bra- 


zilian style of soccer — skilful and 
casual — but without much 
organisation.” 

Lamond, 173cm and 65kg, was 
born in Port Moresby on September 
14, 1966, making him 19. His dad, 
Robert, is the spare parts manager of 
an agricultural machinery company. 
Robert and Lorraine Lamond have 
three other children, all younger 
than Manis — Beverley and two 
ibrothers, Robert and Francis. 

Manis started playing soccer at un- 
der eight level while going to Murray 
Barracks Primary School in Port 
Moresby. Always a centre-forward, 
his goalscoring was “‘fairly average”. 
At the age of 11 and 12 he was part of 
a combined primary school sports 
team that went to Cairns, and just 
after that second visit, his parents’ 
sent him to Brisbane to attend Pine 
Rivers High School and stay with his 
aunt, Eunice Griffin.

Here, on our Australian 
screens, we have one very nice 
and likeable fellow whose only 
fault is a tendency to make 
your head spin with statistics.

He 
stands out on the field because of his 
red hair, like Rod Brown does.” 

El Ali is a good dribbler, good in tight 
situations. He crosses the ball well, 
and he‘s very mobile, moving from 
right to left. 

El Ali and Janin are part of the “‘La- 
tinisation’”’ of NSL soccer in NSW. 
Other South Americans signed recent- 
ly are: Saul Rivero, Leonal Arcosa 
{Wollongong}, Vincentre Estavillo 
{Sydney Olympic) and Augusto Pala- 
cios (Canberra Olympians).
